Retrace T h e ir 8teps to the Ship. 


Berlin, May 23.—A description of 
the terrible sufferings undergone by 
the m em bers of the Germ an Arctic 
expedition com m anded by lie u te na nt 
Schroeder-Stranz, 
which 
m et disas­ 
te r In Spttzbergen, Is giv en in the 
alary of the artist, H err Rav e, one of 
those 
rescued. 
He 
telegraphed 
ex­ 
trac ts to Berlin from A dv ent bay, giv ­ 
ing details of the m ov em ents of the 
expedition 
afte r 
its 
m em bers 
had 
abandoned their v essel, the Herzog 
E rnest, Sept. 21, 1912. 
The extracts in some places are in­ 
com plete 
and 
alm ost 
incoherent. 
They say: 
“The proposal to abandon the ship 
cam e from Captain Ritschol a t the be­ 
ginning 
of 
Septem ber. 
The 
v essel 
then had prov isions for four m onths, 
besides a large supply of condensed 
foods, and she was otherw ise well 
equipped. 
“The party started for Adv ent hay 
and reached the hut on W ijde bay on 
Oct. 
4. 
Dr. 
Rudiger, 
the 
oceano­ 
grapher, w as suffering then from a 
half frozen foot, two of his toes being 
in had condition. 
I offered to rem ain 
w ith him there until the others could 
bring back help. 
The hut contained 
a m onth's prov isions. 


Salted Skins for Covers. 
“Dr. Rudiger and I were w ithout 
tools, sleeping bags or lights. 
I m elt 
ed some fat and m ade lights and fash­ 
ioned some sleeping bags from salted 
sk ins which I found in the hut. 
“The prov isions ran out and we left 
the hut Nov . 23, hoping to regain the 
ship. 
W e suffered sev erely, hav ing 
nothing 
to 
drink , 
hut 
we 
iinally 
reached a hut at Mossel bay, where 
w e found some hard and moldy bread. 
“W e rem ained 
there throe days, 
during a storm , and then started again 
for the ship, guiding ourselv es by the 
stars. 
We arriv ed at the ship on 
Dec. 1. 
“Dr. Rudiger m eanw hile had suffered 
greatly, two more of his toes and four 
fingers hav ing been frozen, while his 
foot b ^ a ine so bad that it had to be 
am putated. 
“The guides and sailors of the ex­ 
pedition returned unexpected to the 
ship Dec. 24, reporting the loss of 
E berhart. 
They had no news of Dr. 
D ettm ere or Dr. Moeser, the botanist. 
They said Captain Ritschel had gone 
on alone to Adv ent bay. 
“Stav e died Feb. 24 and the Nor­ 
w egian relief expedition, com manded 
by Captain Staxrud, appeared April 
2 1.” 
The expedition started last sum m er 
under the patronage of the Duk e of 
A lterbur*. with the object of finding 
the N ortheast passage.

NAMES HANDED TO PRESIDENT

W ashington, 
May 
23.—President 
W ilson’s w ishes will be regarded In 
ev ery particular In the fram ing of the 
hank ing and currency rev ision bill to 
he presented in the house early in 
June. 
T he m easure, as it will be intro­ 
duced, will hav e the approv al of the 
adm inistration and, according to pres­ 
ent plans, it will he w ritten under the 
direction of the president and his ad­ 
v isers. 
It becam e k nown tha t the house 
loaders hav e subm itted to the presi­ 
dent a tentativ e list of the D em ocrats 
who hav e been selected for serv ice on 
the new bank ing and currency com ­ 
m ittee. 
If the president objects to any m em ­ 
ber he will not be assigned to the com ­ 
m ittee. 
W hether President W ilson has v e­ 
toed the selection of any nam e on the 
tentativ e com m ittee that has been pre­ 
sented to him is not k nown. 


Co nserv a tiv es Are Preferred. 
The disposition in adm inistration 
circles and am ong bouse leaders Is to 
select tor the com m ittee m em bers 
who are recognized as conserv ativ e 
and who m ay be depended upon to 
fram e a conserv ativ e bill at the in­ 
stance of Ihe adm inistration. 
T heoretically the 
com m ittee 
will 
d raft the bill, but actually It will be 
fram ed w ithin the adm inistration. 
The senate agreed to a resolution 
authorizing the hank ing and currency 
com m ittee to hoM hearings on pro­ 
posed currency legislation after sev ­ 
eral Republicans had v oiced an op­ 
position to the passage at this ses­ 
sion of any m aasure m ak ing swooping 
changes in the natlon’a financial sys­ 
tem 
Sanator Nelson, a m em ber of the 
com m ittee, saM he was ready to go 
ahead with an inv estigation of cu r­ 
rency subjects and with legislation.

W ashington, May 23.—W ith Repub­ 
lican senators urging a joint senata 
and house caucus for im m ediate reor­ 
ganization of the congressional cam- 
faign com m ittee to seek the reclam a­ 
tion of Republican power in congress 
next year; with progressiv e Republic­ 
ans conferring on plans of reconcilia­ 
tion of the div ided party and m em bers 
of the national executiv e com m ittee 
assem bling for a m eeting here S atur­ 
day W ashington becam e a beehiv e of 
Republican activ ity. 
Most significant of recent party de­ 
v elopm ents was the conference of Re­ 
publican and progressiv e Republican 
senators to institute reorganization of 
the congressional cam paign com m it­ 
tee, which house leaders futilely hav e 
attem pted for sev eral week s. 
R epresentativ e G ardner of M assa­ 
chusetts recently announced his ca n­ 
didacy for the chairm anship on a lib­ 
eral iK>licy 
and an 
attem p t 
of hla 
cham pions to hold a caucus failed to 
bring out a quorum. Since then noth­ 
ing has been done and the senators 
hope to bring about definite action.

TRAVELS WITH FROZEN FOOT 


Dr. Rudiger and H err Rave Take Shel­ 


ter In Small Hut Owing to the For­ 


mer Being Frost Bitten— Provisions 


Give Out and They Are Forced to 


Retrace T h e ir Steps to the Ship. 


Berlin, May 23.— A description of 
the terrible sufferings undergone by

abandoned their vessel, the Herzog 
Ernest, Sept. 21, 1912. 
The extracts in some places are In­ 
complete

almost 
incoherent. 
They say: 
“ The proposal to abandon the ship 
came from Captain Rltschel at the be­ 
ginning 
of 
September. 
The 
vessel 
then had provisions for four months, 
besides a large supply of condensed 
foods, and she was otherwise well 
equipped. 
“ The party started for Advent bay 
and reached the hut on W ijd e hay on 
Oct. 
4. 
Dr. 
Rudiger, 
the 
oceano­ 
grapher, was suffering then from a 
half frozen foot, two of his toes being 
in had condition. 
I offered to remain 
with him there until the others could 
bring back help. 
The hut contained 
a m onth’s provisions. 


Baited Skins for Covers. 


“ Dr. Rudiger and I were without 
toots, sleeping bags or lights. 
I melt 
ed some fat and made lights and fash­ 
ioned some sleeping bags from salted 
skins which I found in the hut. 
“ The provisions ran out and we left 
the hut Nor. 23, hoping to regain the 
ship. 
W e suffered severely, having

Washington.

The Democratic party ie receiving a 
lot of advice these days. 
Not only 
ITesident Wilson, members of his cab­ 
inet. senators and representatives, in ­ 
dividually, hut the party, collectively. 
is being told what to do In letters, cir­ 
culars and speeches. 
Notably has this 
been done In speeches in the house and 
up to tho present time In speeches in 
tile senate. 
And what is also a fact 
more advice in speeches in the senate 
may bo expected before the tariff bill 
passes. 
W ith the utmost concern those elder 
statesmen on the Republican side and 
some who hnvo only been in the senate 
a short time, advise the Democrats as 
to procedure and as to what final ac­ 
tion should he if the party desires to 
retain the good w ill of the people. 


Promise More Advice. 
Now, the Republicans nre not going 
to filibuster on the tariff—they have 
so asserted—but they are going to dis 
cuss each paragraph and tell what w ill 
happen to the Democrats lf they do 
not restore the Payne rates or at least 
make the reduction much less than in 
the Underwood bill. 
If the Democrats were going straight 
along to destruction it would seem to 
bo party wisdom by the Republicans to 
let them do so, but that is not politics 
—not the way polities Is played in 
Washington. 


Long Session Predicted. 
Even without hearings on Hie tariff 
hill in committee there is a prospect 
for a long session of the senate. 
I 
hear men talk about September and 
October as months which may come 
and go before the session ends. 
If the 
Republican 
determination 
to 
debate 
every item at length Is carried out the 
guesses may he right 
T he Democrats have not a m ajority 
which can force things. 
If free sugar 
and free wool are held in the bill the 
margin is very narrow. 
And a narrow 
margin cannot force long sessions aud 
maintain a quorum all the time. 


New Senator* Restive. 
New' senators ar* restive under the 
possible protracted debates. 
They are 
looking for methods to maintain a 
quorum and to count quorums of sena­ 
tors who announce pairs and do not 
vote. 
That Is an idea of John Sharp 
W illiam s, who** house experience has 
convinced him that when a man is 
present and hi* name Is recorded as 
present for the purpose of announcing 
his pair he ought to figure In a quorum. 
There w ill be talk of changing tho 
rule*, bet the see a to w ill move very 
slowly ta that sKreetlen. 


Other Legislation. 
W lille it eeeeis certain that there 
w ill be a move in tho direction of cur­ 
rency legislation, It U» tho intention of 
the leaders to prevent any other mat­ 
ters of importance coming up. 
In the 
senate, however, the committee* are 
reporting 
bill* 
fretn 
tlmo to 
time, 
many 
imi>ortnnt 
measures, 
and 
no 
doubt efforts will he made to have 
them considered. 
Again, no one controls the senate, 
w hile the house—direct from the peo­ 
ple—is controlled by a very few men. 
Three or four men in the house can 
decide what shall be considered and 
can shut out what they do not wuut 
brought forward. 
Object to Seven Years. 
Chairman H ay of the m ilitary com 
mittee says there will be no legislation 
looking toward short term enlistments 
at this session to meet the complaint 
that the army cannot recruit a sulk 
den t number of men to meet the re 
qui remen ta of the service. 
“ I would be in favor of cutting off 
the provision for a three year service 
us reserves,” he said. 
“ That is what 
prevents enlistments. 
Tile term is now 
for four years with the colors and 
three years as reserves. 
Men object 
to tying themselves up for seven years 
although they might enlist for four 
years. 
That is the navy and marine 
corps period.” 
How Ho Felt. 
A few’ days after the tariff hill had 
passed tile house Chairman Underwood 
remarked that he felt like a boy who 
had been in a long fight and had been 
beaten up a great deal. 
" I am tired and sore with the long 
contest.” he said, ‘‘and would not want 
to go through another." 
The house 
was in session from l l o’clock iii the 
morning till l l o’clock each night and 
Underwood was on (he job most of the 
time. 
‘‘Picking at Items.” 
Champ Clark did 
not 
think 
very 
much of the tariff debate in the house. 
“ It was mostly picking at items.” said 
the speaker, “ not really such 
tariff 
arguments as we had four years ago." 
It should also he remembered that 
there was less opportunity to amend 
the bill on account of the large Demo­ 
cratic majority.
